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NOTES  ON  COMPETITION  FOR  THE 
PUBLIC  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 


Candidates  for  appointments  in  the  public  medical 
services  are  examined  by  written  papers,  viva  voce,,  and  the 
diagnosis  of  disease  in  the  wards  of  a  Hospital  (generally 
University  College),  and  have  also  to  perform  operations  on 
the  dead  subject.  Thus,  in  the  examination  in  Medicine,  the 
candidate  will  have  to  answer  certain  printed  questions,  for 
which  he  is  allowed  three  hours;  subsequently  he  will  be 
examined  viva  voce  in  Medicine  and  Pathology,  and  will  be 
required  to  give  a  written  diagnosis  of  a  medical  case.  As 
all  the  marks  in  any  one  subject  are  not  given  exclusively 
to  the  written  paper,  the  candidate  will  recognise  the  great 
benefit  to  be  derived  from  exercise  in  vivd  voce  examina-* 
tion  previously  to  presenting  himself,  as  well  as  exercise  in 
written  questions  under  the  direction  of  some  one  of  ex- 
perience to  guide.  These  competitive  examinations  require 
a  precise  knowledge  of  every  subject,  and  a  concise  manner 
in  conveying  the  fact  of  the  possession  of  that  knowledge. 
Many  a  well-read  man  fails  in  competition  from  the  want 
of  exercise  in  bringing  his  knowledge  of  a  subject  to  a  focus 
either  in  writing  or  in  verbal  examination,  in  fact  from  want 
of  habit  in  making  a,  precis  of  the  knowledge  gained  during 
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several  years'  hard  study  and  observation.    Many  candidates 
imagine  that  a  voluminous  answer  to  a  question,  in  many 
instances  treating  of  matters  outside  the  consideration  of 
the  subject,  entering  into  the  controversy  of  theory,  etc.,  is 
required  at  a  competitive  examination.    Not  so  :  always  be 
brief  as  possible  in  your  replies  ;  keep  to  facts,  and  recog- 
nised (  theories  and  explanation:  if  you  have  a  pet  theory 
of  your  own  of  any  disease,  keep  it  to  yourself,  as  a  com- 
petitive examination  room   is  not  the  place  or  time  to 
ventilate  it.    I  would  not  dwell  on  this  point,  but  that 
some  of  the  examination  papers  that  I  have  seen  have 
been  truly  marvellous  productions  in  the  way  of  treating 
of  every  other  matter  and  subject  but  the  one  required ; 
and  also  from  the  fact  that  nothing  disgusts  an  examiner 
so  much  as  such  answers,  which  frequently  lead  him  to 
overlook  the  good  in  the  useless  padding.    If  you  cannot 
answer  a  question,  admit  it,  especially  in  vivd  voce;  you 
may  regain  ground  to  a  great  extent  if  you  give  the 
examiner  time  to  gauge  what  you  do  know. 

Cultivate  the  habit  of  tabulating  facts,  etc.  If  your  main 
points  are  clear  and  well  denned,  and  so  set  forth,  the 
examiner  will  give  you  credit  for  a  great  deal  that  does 
not  appear  on  paper,  as  he  fully  well  knows  that  your  facts 
could  not  be  so  arranged  in  their  order  and  significance  if 
there  were  not  good  knowledge  behind.  You  must  re- 
member that  you  are  not  teaching  your  examiner,  but 
that,  on  the  other  hand,  he  is  surely  gauging  you,  and  that 
you  must  set  yourself  before  him  in  the  best  possible  light. 

Of  the  subjects  of  examination,  Anatomy  and  Physiology, 
Medicine,  and  Surgery  practically  determine  the  result ;  a 
knowledge  of  Natural  Sciences  and  Languages,  although 
most  desirable — especially  when  the  competition  is  great— 
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add  a  very  small  number  of  marks  to  the  great  total,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  following  value  of  the  subjects :

In  conclusion,  if  by  chance  this  pamphlet  should  ever 
reach  the  high  authorities  who  direct  these  examinations, 
I  should  recommend  that  if  there  be  any  chance  of  a 
question  being  misunderstood,  to  emphasise  main  features 
by  using  italics — thus :  Describe  the  symptoms  of  a 
dislocation  of  the  head  of  the  Femur  into  the  Sciatic 
notch.  The  word  sciatic  italicised  is  better  than  when 
printed  in  ordinary  tj^pe.
